Free Bird That Attracts Attention 
Among Hundred! of Captivoa. 


In a big bird store •where there are 


hundreds of birds of many kinds inces- 
santly squawking, chirping and singing 
there is ouo that is free—a tiny tit- 
mouse. The window is full of cages 
containing birds of various sorts, niid 
ono siclo of tho storo is lined with bird- 
cages stacked tip high nil along. 
But 


thero is none that attracts so much at- 
tention as tbo little titmouse flitting 
about tho storo at will. At night it 
perohos on a gas fixture in tho window, 
and to that it conies back from its vari- 
ous excursions by day. 


Customers that como in to buy birds 


nud birdcages aud bird seed and cue 
thing aud another paver fail to notice 
tho titmouse. They may ubt notice an- 
other bird thero individually, but their 
attention, is suro to be attracted by this 
ono as it darts about, free among so 
many captives, and they are likely to 
suiilo at it, they aro so pleased with it. 
And sometimes children, looking in at 
tho windows of tho bird storo, como in 
to tell the clerk that ono of tho birds 
has got loosti. 


When it has nothing clso to do, the 


titmouse sits on its gas'ipipo porch and 
perks its head this way aud that and 
looks about. Sometimes it whets its 
beak on tho gas pipe. Every now and 
then it dashes off somowhero. If it 
wants a drink, it porches on tbo rim of 
a goldfish globe—for homo aquariuma 
and stock for them aro sold hero ns well 
as birds—no doubt to tho great surprise 
of tho goldfishes aud certainly to that 
of tho human beholders, who wonder 
that it doesn't fall in, it has to bend 
over so far to reach tho water. But it 
gets it, and when it has taken its fill it 
flashes back to its porch on the pipo iu 
tho window. 


Tho titmouse catches spiders and oth- 


er insects, and it feeds in the larger 
fnges when it will. It goes in and out 
of them between tho bars with perfect 
case. It is a very littlo bird, oven with 
it's plninago in its natural form. With 
its fcatlicr.s pressed against its sides it 
can get'tnrovigh a very narrow spaco— 
between tho bars of u parrot's-cage, for 
example—with ease. There aro in the 
wiudow a number of parrots' cages in a 
row. The titmouso almost flies through 
hcso cages, stopping in each perhaps to

Dock Eggs In an Albumen Factory. 
Near Cbingkiang, China, is a great 


albumen factory for tho utilization of 
the duck eggs which are produced in 
that region in 
enormous quantities, 


flocks of 4,000 and 5,000 ducks being 
hy no means uncommon. Tbe eggs are 
broken at the rate of from 40,000 to 
60,000 per day by women, who separata 
the white from the yolk, tho former be- 
ing carefully cleaned aud dried until 
they resembla fish glue, when they are 
packed in 400 pound cases lined with 
zinc. The yolks are passed through 
sieves into 2o gallon receptacles, mixed 
with a salt aud borax solution, packed 
in 500 pound barrels and used in Ifiuropo 
for preparing aud dressing articles of 
superior quality. The albumen finds a 
ready market in England, France aud 
Germany for dyes for the beat cotton 
goods.—Philadelphia Press.
